At this period of the growing stage 
the steady soaking the grain recéived 
will do much to increase the stalk 
and strength, an indication of a good 
head, 

Although crops had much benefit 
from a nearly similar amount of rain- 
fall at this time last year, a combin- 
ation of factors beginning at seeding 
stage has provided one of the best 
“starts” in several years, 

Continued warm spells with lightly 
scattered showers to prevent serious 
drifting provided an early develop- 
ment, with touches of frost noted, A 
heavy and more solid stem is a re- 
sult of the bracing frost, The .con- 
tinued rains more recently have aid- 
ed in producing grain stalks several 
inches in height in this district. 

Farmers are viewing with pleasure 
the crop outlook for the current year 
and if the fine stand of grain around 
Bassano may be taken as a criterion, 
the successive years of crop failures 
have come to an end.

THE E.1.D. FIRST REPORT 

Annual reports as a general rule are prosy 
documents in subdued, even curt, phraseol- 
ogy and liberally be-sprinkled with figures, 
arranged by a class of professional men 
known as auditors, who have no imagination 
whatsoever. 

The annual report of the Eastern Irriga- 
tion District is no exception to this rule. It 
tells its story plainly and simply in the report 
of the trustees and general manager and the 
auditor has his figures arranged geometri- 
cally and in proper classification. 

But it does not tell very graphically the 
true story. It does not relate how a group 
of bewildered irrigation farmers found them- 
selves owners of a little empire of land with 
a thirteen million dollar irrigation plant built 
thereon, a little over a year ago. 

It does not tell how there was prospect of 
dissension and division, fear of failure, and 
general fretfulness over necessary changes; 
how these phases were overcome and how a 
strong central organization developed. 

The general result of eight months’ en- 
deavors are: the trustees and management 
have gained a good idea of what is necessary 
to achieve success and are on their way: the 
settlers have gained confidence in the man- 
agement and the project; operating results 
provided a surplus of over $6,000, which is 
a real accomplishment considering all the 
circumstances: the reserve furnished by a 
grant from the C.P.R. has been maintained 
intact. 

The task of making this project a suecess 
is not one for the trustees alone or the man- 
agement either. It is one for every settler. 
Each one must have his shoulder at the 
wheel. Success cannot be achieved instantly, 
either. It will come after Jong and maybe 
tedious effort. Great things are ne'er be- 
gotten in an hour. 

Land values have been brought down to a 
low level and water costs will come down 
when settlement increases substantially. 
There is every reason to hope that this latter 
will materialize in a comparatively short 
time. 

The first year or two will probably be the 
hardest but the people on this irrigation un- 
dertaking have an opportunity to work out 
their own destiny. Every step must be care- 
fully considered before being undertaken 
and nothing done that might in any way im- 
pair the prospect of ultimate success. 


SOCIALISM’S ADVANCE 

Belgium has gone socialistic in the elec- 
tions recently held in that country and 
France followed that trend, shortly after- 
wards. 

Neither country, however, plans to adopt 
revolutionary measures, such as taking over 
all industries and operating them under the 
direction of the state, or nationalizing the 
land. 

Those are future objectives of socialism. 

The nations of the world as a whole are 
drifting (or driving) towards some form of 
socialism. Governments are taking part in 
business to a greater extent each year. 

The fact that twelve per cent of the people 
in Canada regularly employed are working 
for,governments is proof of this. 

The incidence of taxation, principally the 
income tax and the estates tax, is dividing up 
large fortunes. The governments are getting 
the money.

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Ganndtat Pactte Railway Company were not sales at all when viewed for 
revenue production, as the purchasers had long since left the « , after 
possibly having made very little payment, with no intention of an 
enormous percentage of the irrigable acreage on the farms under crop lease 
was not actually in use, the lessees using only ‘a small acreage of the land 
for crop production, and the larger portion for pasture -purposes; the irri- 
gable acreage shown on many of the farms under contract was not practical, 
for reasons which it is not necessary to enumerate here, , 

A re-classification of lands was commenced in September and continued 
until winter weather set in, By that time approximately 62,000 acres had 
been inspected, with a net loss of irrigable land of approximately 11,000 
acres. The balance of the District will be dealt with in 1936, 

While this work was progressing an effort was made to bring Organiza- 
tion to a point where expenditures might be kept within possible revenue. 
Comment may be limited to the following changes: 


Amalgamation of Branches. The Division of the District's act- 
{vities into two branches, namely, the Land Branch and the Engin- 
eering Branch, was discontinued. The Land Office was closed and 
all activities were amalgamated in the offices. formerly tised by the 
Engineering Branch alone. 

Staff. From the records available it was indicated that per- 
manent pay roll in the Project just prior to the organization of the 
District amounted annually to approximately $2.00 per sold irrigable 
acre. Steps were immediately taken to curtail staff, and by the end 
of the year the permanent annual pay roll was reduced to approxi- 
mately 70c per sold acre of irrigable land. 

Telephones. The policy of maintaining a District telephone sys- 
tem with an exchange quite independent of any local Government 
Exchanges was discontinued. The private exchange was closed and 
all District lines were connected with the Alberta Government Ex- 
changes in Bassano or Brooks. The number of instriments was re- 
duced by 50%. Repair and maintenance was made the responsibility 
of the Watermasiers. The estimated’ savings approximated $3,000. 


Transportation. Immediately after organization the District was 
operating over forty cars. For their operation it maintained in 
Brooks a highly organized garage, with Mechanical Foreman, Garage 
Foreman, and necessary mechanics. It purchased gasoline direct 
from oil companies, storing it in its own tanks. Investigation show- 
ed most of the cars to be of old type; many were unnecessary; the 
cost of operation was abnormally high. The fleet was reduced to 
seventeen units; ‘all gasoline supplies are bought through the regular 
trade at satisfactory discounts and a policy of replacing cars every 
second or third year has been adopted to avold repair expenses. The 
garage has been closed. 


Maintenance of Camps. The District was continuing the system 
of construction camps followed by the C. P. R., providing meals and 
full accommodation for all men employed, Two stores were main- 
tained, one in Brooks and one in Bassano, entailing a large amount 
of clerical work, supervision and distribution effort. This was stop- 
ped. The District adoptdd a policy of serviag no meals to men. 
Both stores have heen closet; 5 eS : Te etter oo 


Construction Work & Horses, The District was endeavoring to 
do all repairs and construction with its own force. This entailed 
the keeping of a large number of horses throughout the full year to 
have them available for only short periods of work. It is planned to 
reduce this force steadily and to depend more and more on local 
contractors or farmers for repair work On a contract basis, The poli- 
cy to the end of the year has proved very satisfactory. : 


In order to definitely relate revenue production to operation and main- 
tenance in the various parts of the District, it was organized on a divisional 
basis. Five divisions were set up; maps showing them are available in the 
office for the water users’ inspection at any time. It is planned to present 
to the water users at the end of each year a statement showing the amount 
of revenue produced and expenditure made in each locality. Owing to the 
lateness of the year when the work was inaugurated, it was impossible to 
have such a statement ready for this report. 


It was found absolutely necessary to adopt an aggressive collection poll- 
cy to keep the District in a sound financial position. The Provisions of the 
Irrigation District's Act were used to secure ¢ollections through the market- 
ing agencies; lists of water users were filed with local elevators, demanding 
payment of water rates from the first returns of grain sold, Every effort 
was made to avoid creating hardship where it became known that water 
users required first funds for other purposes, and were doing their best to 
meet the accounts of the District. Assignments on livestock, hay, alfalfa 
seed, and other produce were accepted in payment of rates. It was decided 
that no water would be sold to residents in 1936 who had not made satisfac- 
tory arrangements regarding payment of that delivered to them in 1936. 


It became obvious early in the autumn that the District could serve both 
itself and its residents by taking cattle and feed on accounts to a limited ex- 
tent. Feed lots were established at Bassano and Brooks; and while your 
Financial Statement does not show the results of the work it may be stated 
that the policy was found quite satisfactory, despite somewhat poor market- 
ing conditions in the spring of 1936. Before and after the end of the year 
livestock were marketed to the value of approximately $36,627.33: The Dis- 
trict realized good market prices on its feed and was able to clear a large 
number of accounts which would otherwise have been uncollectible. Despite 
these results, however, itis not proposed to extend the policy unduly. 

Every reasonable effort was made throughout the autumn to sell lands, 
particularly to the old-established water users who lost acreage throug re- 
classification. A fair number of new settlers were obtained as well, although 
sales to new-comers were not pressed until the available lands could be 
classified and placed on better ordered lists. Very reasonable prices were 
charged for the land sold as it was felt essential to increase the acreage on 
the Water Assessment Rol] referred to above; until such acreage is increased 


to approximately 126,000 there is no possibility whatever of a reduction in 
water rate. 


Every possibility of increasing acreage was investigated, even to the 
establishment of pumping plants. Negotiations were carried on with the 
Calgary Power Company to have it construct a power line through the Pro- 
ject to Brooks; it was felt that the construction of such line would make 
Shortly after the end of 


the year, the Power Company decided to construct the line and the work is 
being completed in 1936. 2 


A short time after the end of the year the office land ledger showed a 
total of 698 re-adjusted or new contract holders; a considerable number of 
old contracts were still without adjustment pending re-classification or re- 
valuation of land. New contracts in 1935 totalled 108; new contracts in the 
first few months in 1936 totalled 145, to which may be added 87 crop options. 


The Act to Incorporate the Hastern Irrigation District sted approxi- 
mately 26 individuals or organizations holding title to their lands, including 
school sites and the Duke of Sutherland interests.
